TURKS FIERCELY ATTACK THE RUSSIANS 

Note Occupies the Atten- 
Public in Absence 
News. 




London. Jan. 11 -The British re- 
ply to the Amerian note 
the attention of the British press and 
public in the absence of anv import- 
ant news from the battlefields. The 
German and French official reports 
of the most recent fighting in the 
western field are almost a lepetition 
of those issued on the preceding 
days. A British eye-witness, who; 
has been the official historian of 
events at the front, lays stress on 
the important part played by the 
artillery and high explosives in mod- , 
em warfare and claims superiority 
for the allies in artillery, which is 
being used to its fullest strength. 

From the coast to the river Oise, 
where the country is under water 
and the rivers are flooded, the 
big guns have been engaged contin- 1 
uously, but the water and mud pre- 
vent the infantry from coming into 
action. Along the Aisne valley, 
however, and through the Cham- 
pagne district as far as western 
Argonne, the French are pushing 
their offensive and organizing the 
ground gained. These gains have 
been made at heavy cost.

Not very long ago a coolie, while 
passing thjtogk the jungle, was sc- 
verely mauled by h U-ar. His it»m- 
nules, however, although they knew 
that a few miles distant there was a 
well -equipped hospital, conveyed him 
to a village where he was kept with- 
out medical afwistimcc and in a blaz- 
ing sun for three days. 

When eventually brought into the 
hospital the man's plight may be bet- 
ter imagine*! than described. The 
surgeon and his assistants managed 
to keep him alive, but his face is ao 
disfigured that he ia known in the 
distric t as the "reaehe wallah" (bear 
man). 

The most extraordinary thing 
about this case is that the unfor- 
tunate person was, during the time 
e lay in the hospital, considered 
by the fraternity to be unclean, with 
the result that his own wife was, 
through attending to his require- 
ments, thrown out of "caste."

Thus Adams has 
found that in the light-emitting at- 
mosphere of Sirius the pressure is 12 
times that existing in the solar photo- 
sphere, which confirms tlv? hypothe- 
sis that Sirius is a simple mass of 
gas without a defined surface of con- 
densation.

Consuls Have Troubles. 
The stranded American Is the bane 
of the consul. His office Is invaded by 
persona claiming his good offices after 
their plana have gone askew. Those 
in better circumstances demand that 
the consul indorse their notes at the 
bank, thoso in poorer circumstances 
demand to be sent home. It Is appar- 
ently a fixed Idea that a consul can 
draw on the treasury lor the relief of 
stranded Americans. Many cases of 
distress are pitiable and consuls, not 
even recouped against the social ex- 
penses incidental to their position, 
have to give relief out of their pri- 
vate means and to stand the inev- 
itable loss. The only persons whom 
consuls are authorized by law to aid 
are sailors on the articles of a vessel 
of American registry wrecked within 
their consular districts, and in this 
case only to the extent of immediate 
relief and passage to the next Amer- 
ican port.

In the growing popularity of legume* 
for uae aa green manure, forare and 
cover crops, vetch haa played an Im- 
portant part. Although there are a 
number of aperies grown to some ex- 
tent In thla country, the two used moat 
extensively are the common and the 
batry retch. Of the two hairy retch 
li much more hardy and can be grown 
In almoat every part of the United 
States It withstands winter* which, 
would kill the common retch and does 
| well on land much too poor for the 
other. In addition, It will stand con- 
siderable alkali and much drought On 
thla account It can be grown success- 
fully In nearly erery state of the 
Union, but Its chief Importance will 
probably alwaya be In reglona wh<>re 
alfalfa and red clorer do not meet 
the farmer's requirements. 

Hairy retch haa bo many advan- 
tages over the common variety that It 
would probably displace It almost alto- 
gether If it were nof for the fact that 
the seed is ao much more expensive. 
Under normal circumstances it can be 
said that hairy retch seed is practl- 
cully double In price that of common 
vetch. This haa not only checked Its 
utilization In the United States, but 
has offered an inducement for adul 
terallon and substitution In the aeed 
against which purchasers should guard 
themselves. 

From a practical standpoint the ex- 
amination of vetch seed should det> r 
mine the following questions: 

(11 Is the seed common vetch (Vlcla 
aatlva) or hairy vetch (V. villosa)? 

(2) Is old. dead seed present u an 
adulterant? 

(3) la other retch seed or similar 
seed present as an adulterant? 

(4) la the aeed adulterated with low- 
grade screenings? 

(6) Are specially noxious weed aeeds 
present? 

(6) Does a considerable part of the 
aeed consist of hard seed incapable of 
prompt germination? 

With a little experience there should 
be no difficulty in distinguishing be- 
tween the seeds of common and hairy 
retch. The common vetch seeds are 
slightly flattened and the profile some- 
what angular. The surface la more or 
less distinctly mottled, some of the 
aeede being uniformly light brown or 
greenish. Hairy vetch seeds, on the 
other hand, are somewhat Btnaller, 
nearly spherical and roll readily. Or- 
dinarily their color is grayish or lead- 
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sure that

luxury is of greater Importance in the 
country home than in the city resi- 
dence. Kven such farmers as are not 
near lakes or streams often gather 
quite a supply of ice by putting out 
pans or wooden troughs tilled with 
water and removing the ice after the 
water haa frozen. A special galvan- 
ized iron can which may be used in 
this way will be described later In 
this series.

The 
harvest area or surface will depend 
upon the tonnage to be stored and the 
normal thickness of the ice in the lo- 
cality. In central New York the nor- 
mal ice supply ranges from 8 to 12 
InChea In thickness, while ln eastern 
Virginia 4 to 6 lnchea la aa great a 
thlckneaa aa can usually be counted 
upon. 

The stream or pond from which the 
aupply of Ice la taken should be fed 
from a source free from contamina- 
tion or pollution. If the stream la ao 
sluggish that water weeds thrive ln It, 
all vegetation must be remored to 
prevent Its freezing in the ic*. De- 
caying regetable matter frozen In Ice 
Is very objectionable, because as the 
toe melts this matter Is deposited in 
the ice box or refrigerator, rendering 
It unnecessarily filthy and 
to health. 

Ponda In which green spawn 
grow profusely can be rid of 
pests by the use of copper sulphate. 
The crystals can he placed ln a cloth 
sack, which is hung to a pole and 
trailed through the water uutll the 
Balta are dissolved. One or two treat- 
menta of the BUlphate during the sea- 
son at the rate of one pound to 100.- 
000 gallons of water will be sufficing 
to keep down such growth and make 
the water clear and pure. It is impos- 
sible to have pure Ice unless the pond 
or atream la clean and the water li 
free from contamination.

In harvesting Ice, very different 
methods are required for that which 
is not over four Inches thick and ice 
from six to fifteen inches in thick- 
ness. The thin ice generally will be 
broken into fairly regular cakes, 
which will be loaded as best they may 
into sleds or wagons and hauled to 
the storehouse. Here they should be 
arranged In layers and adjusted as 
closely as possible. The spaces be- 
tween the cakes should be filled with 
crushed Ice or snow to caime the 
« hole mass to freeze Into a bloc k of 
ice as solid as It is possible to make. 
It is more difficult to store and keep 
Ice of this character than that har- 
vested in regular cakes. 

Thin Ice Is characteristic of the 
southern limits of the storage of nat- 
ural ice. The supply is more or less 
uncertain and the storage period Is 
long. The Irregular form of the cakes

Kip*rlenc«» ha* shown that the bent 
form for a silo Is round with the walls 
perpendicular The round silo does 
away with corners In which allege Is 
likely to spoil It gives the 
capacity for the amount of 
In the walls, and where built above 
■round this form of construction re- 
sists the winds and the pressure of 
silage from within better than the 
square alio. 

When the silo exceed* 16 feet In 
dlsmeter. It requires more work to 
get the sllag)* to the door than In the 
smaller silo. It also requlrea a tarter 
amount to be fed dally In order to 
keep the silage from spoiling on ac- 
count of Ita contact with the air. A 
silo of large diameter and not very 
tall has more spoiled silage In It per 
ton of good silage than a silo of 
greater height. The pressure on the 
silage la measured by the height of 
the silo and not by its diameter, so 
that the tall, slim silo will hold prac- 
tically as much silage per square foot 
of wall surface as the short, broad 
one. On account of this greater ca- 
pacity of tall silos, It Is seldom ad- 
visable to build one less than 30 feet 
In height Where bntlt of masonry, 
or where well anchored and carefully 
looked after, they may economically 
be built higher, to give the needed 
capacity without getting the silo un- 
duly large in diameter. 

It Is a great mistake to make a silo 
with thin walls because the silage, 
particularly in the northern states, will 
freeze badly and not only spoils its 
quality but make It difficult to handle. 
Of course the advocates of thin-walled 
cement silos assert that It will freeze 
no more than the Bllage In a stave 
silo, which probably is true; but fro-

The annual question concerning the 
disposition of tbe stable-made manure 
comes up as the pile begins to assume 
formidable proportlona. By far the 
best way of taking care of It la to 
spread It on the fields where It will 
go down Into the soli and be In readi- 
ness for the crop which is to be sown 
In the spring. If It Is to be stored, 
the Ideal place Is the pit with cement 
bottom, which will hold the liquid ex- 
crement. If this cannot be done, then 
atore It under a shed, placing It In 
layera and let the hogs root it over. 
If even tbls Is not feasible, then put 
It in piles not very high and cover 
with any old, rough boards— almost 
anything that will keep out the rain, 
which causeB the liquid portions to 
leach away.

of the arctic coast of Siberia, the low- 
est type of semi savage Eskimos, a 
writer in the Youth's Companion re- 
marks. They are ever thinking of 
one another's welfare, and If one 
comes Into possession of anything of 
value, he never thinks of keeping It 
for himself, but calls the other mem- 
bers of the tribe to share with him. 
If a whale Is taken, or a polar bear, 
caribou, or walrus Is killed, the meat 
Is divided among all the Igloos. Even 
during the hard winter, when there 
Is a shortage of food, if a seal Is 
brought In by some fortunate hunter, 
the meat and blubber are equally dis- 
tributed. 

Pour men from East Cape, the Si- 
berian side of Retiring strait, were 
taken aboard the whale ship Narwhal 
to make up the boat crews for whal- 
ing in the Arctic. All through the 
summer season they remained aboard 
the vessel, doing their share of the 
perilous and wearisome work. When 
the vessel returned to East Cape, on 
Its way south, the captain made a 
pile of flour, sugar, hard bread, calico, 
tobacco, cartridges, needles and 
thread, tea, matches — everything dear 
to the Eskimo heart. It was their 
wages, and the Eskimo were proud of 
their wealth. 

The walrus hide canoes came along- 
side and the four men were taken 
ashore with their riches. At the wa- 
ter's edge every article was delivered 
to waiting hands, and when the men 
who had worked all summer for these 
necessities and luxuries started for 
their Igloos they carried all they kept 
for themselves in their hands. They 
were almost as poor as they were 
when they started on the cruise, but 
the village was temporarily happy- 
and so were they.
